there are other roads which feel the same way, though they 
have not stated their cases so strongly.

'havl been overpaid by the government for their services in the 
past; it would seem that they are entitled to some increase in 
view of the additional worK they are called upon to do under 
present'conditions.

According lo a dispatch from Washington, there is no law 


compelling railroads to carry the mails, but the postmaster 
"-eneral has recommended the passage of an act subjecting 
them to a fine of $5,000 a day for refusing to perform this

JUSNo legislation should "be necessary in the adjustment of this 
difference, at least until everything in the way of fair dealing 
has been tried. It is purely a business proposition, and with 
both sides.disposed:to be fair'there should be no trouble in 
coming to a satisfactory agreement on a purely business basis. 


The mails must be carried and it is the business of the rail- 


roads to carry them. They should be willing, and undoubt- 
edly'are willing, to carry them at reasonable rates, and the 
government is able, and should .be willing, to compensate 
them fairly. Whatever its legal' rights and powers may be, i 
has no moral right to compel service by the railroads wjthou 
adequate compensation. To do otherwise would be an act o 
confiscation, and it is not to be believed lhat the United State 
is ready to take this step, as unnecessary as il would be unjust 


It is: not to be expected that'any railroad will go so far as tc 


refuse to carry mail under.-any circumstances, and that th 
government will grant them a fair deal it is reasonable to as- 
sume. Any other course would lack the support of public 
opinion, without which even the federal government would 
be;impotent. 


-•It is hoped thai with the great experience and prestige of 


Senator Gallinger and with the democratic influence of Sen- 
ator Hollis the Portsmouth navy yard may get its fair share 
this year when Ihe naval bill reaches the Senate. Our sen- 
ators may well demand that building ways be provided in this 
year's bill. There is no reason why the bill'for a new dock, 
introduced by the senior senator, should not become a law. 
It will'Hf both senators, with Maine, join hands. It is only giv- 
ing 'Portsmouth what belongs to her—the replacing of dry 
dock No. 1, which was destroyed through incompetence. Re- 
store dry dock No. 1 lo service by passing the Gallinger bill. 
This is the time to make the fight—not next year. And Sec- 
retary Daniels should make good his promise to help Ports- 
mouth.
